All the Nation*. 


Americans aro only moderate drink- 


ers compared with those of other coun- 
tries. The average citizen of the Unit- 
ed States, counting In tho women and 
children (which IH not. fair, but serves 
for tho moment as a basis to figure 
upon), consumes In the course of ;i year 
liquors which contain one and a tlitr<l 
gallons of pure alcohol. Uut the French- 
man, 
who, though formerly one of the 


soberest, has become the worst drunk- 
ard In the world, absorbs annually 
three arid a half gallons of alcohol. 
The Itoliilan and the SwUs come next, 
with a consumption of two and four- 
fifths gallons. Then follow the Span- 
iard with two and u third gallons, the 
Italian with just a trine less, the Eng- 
lishman and German with two and u 
tenth, and the Austro-Hungnrlun with 
about one nnd three-quarters gallons. 


Ou tho other hand, the American citi- 


zen by no moans stands at the top of 
tho list In respect to sobriety. 
The 


Swede drinks only one and a sixth gal- 
lons of pure alcohol lu a year; the Hol- 
lander drops considerably below him, 
with one gallon even; the relatively 
virtuous Husalan, notwithstanding his 
much advertised Addition to vodka, 
absorbs only u trlflo more than six 
tenths of a gallon, nnd, Dually, tho 
Norwegian, who occupies u proud eml 
nenco as tho most abstemious man In 
the world, barely exceeds a modest half 
gallon of the stuff In a twelvemonth's 
potations. It might be added for the 
sake of iletlnlteneas thut the average 
portion In the United States annually 
drinks one ami a third gallons of proof

ification for the admission of the 
immigrant should be raised.

' should be able to read and write bis 
native 
language reasonably 
well. 


(Such a restriction would give u» a 


better class of immigrant* than we get qow and a claai 
lew likely to swell the ranks of too cheap labor. 


Pealde* demanding this educational qualification, we 


ought to require of these immigrants that they bring 
money enough to transport them to whatever section of 
ttoe country offers tto greatest advantage* to them. 
I 


believe that a man landing oa our shore* should be able 
to follow the trade that be was engaged in at home or 
torn bit energies in any other direction that he may nat- 
urally dwlre, Many imnjigraoU would adopt tals course 


If they had, enough money to wait for an opening or to 
pay their way to a point where they might fl»d employ- 
ment In their particular line. But so many land with 
just enough In their pockets to get them through the 
barge office that they are forced to take the first job 
which they can find. This la.often some other man's 
Job, 
and the immigrant gets It because he Is willing to 


do the "same work for lower wages. 
/ T h e , requirement tbat the immigrant bring more money 
with him will aid, too, In the distribution of Immigrants 
throughout the country and prevent centralization la the 
vicinity of the landing points.

Generally speaking, tbo rule Is di- 


vided into two parts. In all ordinary 
circumstances do not tattle at ail. 
But if the wrong done is a violation 


of the civil law, or goes deep into m6ral questions, it 
should be informed on. Ordinary mischief, as long as It 
does not Involve the wanton destruction of property, IN 
not the sort of thing any self-respectiijg child should run 
to a teacher with. One of the best schools I ever knew 
or heard of gave the tattler the punishment due to the 
offender fop this sort of disagreeable offlcioiuneas, and 
let the offender go free. 


But anything in the nature of stealing should be told 


on. Children cannot be taught respect for property rights 
too soon. This is also true of all real wickedness In 
either boys or girls. 
Home children are so cursed that 


they ore moral lepers at.na early ago. 
Kuch offenses 


should be taken to the principal with promptness, before 
the offender can exert his evil Influence further. 
In thin' 


parents, too, should co-operate. 


Gossip and backbiting, scandal ami Blander, have their 


root* in the tame motive* that actuate tattlers. A com- 
munity of such people, would be unendurable to live in. 
It should not be through any school influence that our 
little ones would be iet in this malicious and hateful 
cias*. Let every teacher, set her face to absolute opposi- 
tion, by refusing to listen.

tee country offers the greatest advantages to them.

believe that a man landing on our shores should be able 
to follow the trade that he was engaged In at home or 
turn bin energies in any other direction that he may nat- 
urally desire. Many immigrant* would adopt this course

The 
expenses are to be paid partly by the 
government aud partly by A. Hoick of 
Copenhagen. 


The recent discussions concorning the 


decimal system of weights and meas- 
ures render more interesting a curious 
paragraph reprinted In the Journal des 
Debuts, from Its I»HU« of the same date, 
Aug. 
22, 1800, when Napoleon I. was at 


the height of his power. 
It states that 


there were two dials on the principal 
building of tho Tulllerles, one counting 
the hours by 12 and tho other by 10. 
Taking advantage of the need for re- 
pairs, the dial divided Into 10 hours 
was destroyed, since, as the paragraph 
goes on to nay, 'it had served for no 
purpose except to show to what point 
the mania for Innovation wan capable 
of mounting In opposition to the settled 
habits of nil times imd all peoples." 


Darwin relates that' the Gauchos of 


the American pampas live for months 
on the fat meat of the oxen thny watch 
over. Thi! Eskimos uin get alvng very 
well by eating from five pounds to six 
pounds a day of reindeer, or seal's 
flesh, so long as it in not too loan, but 
contains a due proportion of fat. Says 
the 
author of "Diet and Dietetics: 


"Some men obliged to live a very fa- 
tiguing life, the trappers and hunters 
of the pampas of America and Siberian 
steppes, the Inhabitants of very cold 
climates, the fishermen living on the 
banks of tho frozen sea, can cat almost 
exclusively, without' suffering from It, 
enormous quantities of meat or fish, 
but on two conditions—that the Indi- 
vidual subjected to this diet lead a 
very active life In the open air." 


According to tho views of Philippe 


Champault, the Odyssey of Homer Is 
really a valuable record of ancient 
geographical 
knowledge. 
Mr. Cham- 


pault shows that Homer's descriptions 
of the land of the Cyclops, the laud of 
the PtuGUclans, the Isle of Circe, and 
so forth, correspond In a remarkable 
manner with places surrounding the 
Bay of Naples. The great staring "eyes" 
formed by the extinct craters of the 
Phlogra>an Fields suggested Polyphe- 
mus and his one-eyed race. One of the 
most striking of the topographical Iden- 
tifications suggested by Mr. Champault 
Is that of the "floating shield" seen by 
Ulysses. 
From a point northwest of 


Isehla (Identified as the 
Island of 


PhitMiclans) one sees rising from the 
water a remarkable rounded hill, whose 
outlines, even to the molding of the 
edge, perfectly resemble those of 
a 


great shield of the ancient Greek pat- 
tern, floating on the waves.
